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This bibliography of books, reports, dissertations, journal and general- 
interest magazine articles, conference papers and newspaper items has been 
compiled to facilitate research and to guide those interested in informing 
themselves on a topic of current interest. 

Within each division (that is, within listing for each type of publication) 
items have been grouped by year in reverse chronology. The compiler felt that 
the most recent material would be of most interest to the user and, thus, has 
listed later years first. Within each year items have been listed alphabetically 
by entry given (usually author surname), except in the case of newspaper 
entries, where precise dates of issue were available. In the case of newspapers 
items were listed within each year in reverse chronological order. 

Hmphasis is on English-language material, although the few non-English 
titles picked up in the sources searched were included.
